.the assistance of French banks. We ask you give it your moral 
support by esking American bank& to co-operate in avoidance of 
cuRculties by paying small cheques by accommodation.”

“The Chamber disspproved the introduction of finance into 
politics, suggesting that members of Parliament be prohibited from 
‘-ing directors of banks, and rejected a motion in favour of the 
appointmeat of a commission of inquiry.

In the past tha Dutch saw in 
theircolonies only producers of 
foodstuffs and of raw materials, 
Manofactured .arti¢les required 
by Dutch calonists and the 
natives were imported from 
Holland and elsawhere. Recen:iy 
manufacture on European lines 
bas been begun and bas proved a 
considerable success, Between 
1910 and 1913 the value of 
mschinery end of steam engines 
imported into ths Datch East 
Indies bas increased from 12,285, 
000 florins te 30,180,000 florins. 
Naturally the war interrupted 
this: development. 

The Dutch Indies ara worth 
the attention of the British 
financier, merchant, and ship- 
owner. Ths exports and imports 
of these wonderful isles are 
certsin to increase by leaps and 
bounds. Théy occupy a most 
favourable position in the world, 
and their herbours will become of 
increasing importanca “to tho 
world’s shipping. ‘Im antidipation 
of future progress the cautions 
Datch have improved’ and are 
improvidg the principal Harbours 
and preparing them for increased 
traffic. The story of the pro- 
gress of Java reads like « fairy 
tale.

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’ CONDITIONS IN THE NAVY. 


~~ Don't vou believe it—things are worse than they were 
before the war.” So spake a lower-deck man to us the 
other day. The conversation started .with a subject quite 
different from caste in the Navy. but. as 15 often the way, 
one thing leading to another, we found ourselves discussing 
-a theme unpremeditatedly. A touch of bitterness accom- 
panied the words. It was a momentary touch, with 
nothing ip it of that saollen, corroding antagonism 30 sub- 
versive of lovalty: and it was obviously qarte secondary to 
the speaker's pride in tae Service. Neyertheless, tt promt 
ed us toalittle cogitation. “So 15 all this talk about 
democratising the Service only talk,” we asked ourselves. 
The mind went back. todays before the war when Mr. 
Churchill, then at the head of the Admiralty, introduc- 
ed a scheme for bridging the diviston by an inter- 
mediate rauk. "Then the Great War, with its grant of 
commissions wholesalé, though rather in the auxilary sea 
forces: than in that most august institution the Royal 
Navy. Again. in 1¥l> came & promotion soheme for the 
beneht of warrant officers, too ald to take advantage of the 
earlier one. And is the net result of all this that the 
“easte” system has been more tightly riveted upon the 
Service than of yore! It seems a contradiction in terms. 
‘A recent article ip the Ariay vel Nacy Gaselte Brves 
some details concerning the progress ol promotion from 
“the lower deck. Until the present century it_was only 
possible for a lower-deck man to obtain a commission of 
the active-list by distinguished service 10 the face of the 
enemy, and it might happen that a man would be in the 
Service for years without such an opportunity. Further, 
such promotions were doled out with a chary band—bow 
chary is’ seen in the fact that, although the Order-in- 
Council authorising such comraissions is dated 1553, not a 
single commission was -granted until 1527. Lord Fisher 
inaugorated a different state Of things, preparing the way 
for a bore fide scheme of lower-deck advancement for the 
younger men on the one hand, while on the other he 
markedly improved the status of warrant officers 50 that 
large purobers of them attained commissioned grade during 
service instead of only receiving it when placed on the rétired- 
list. At the same time a fairly wide avenue to commissioned 
rank in the civil-branches of the Navy has been opened. 
Following upon the creation of new warrant grades for 
several of these departments, including stewards and cooks 
as well as writers and ware-masters, advancement has 
been extended so that ‘commissions are now available. 
Does Fack view these steps with approbation, or does he 
regard them rather as instances of the good things going 
to the ‘soft-job men! Any way. they offer opportunities 
for the non-commissioned man te become ornamented with 
the gold-braidéd ring. Then advancement in the technical 
" branches has beeu appreciable. witness the promotion of 
ex-stokers to engiucer-lieutenant and carpenters to ship- 
wright-lieatenant. ; 
: In the matter of promotion to the upper. deck, then, 
the positidn evinces a noteworthy advance. Probably our 
loweredeck spokesman was thinking of something rather 
diferent, such as the personal relations between upper 
deck and lower. This brings us to a familiar subject. 
«Discipline must he maintained,” as Dickens’ old sergeant 
was wont to repeat; and nobody can doubt the truth of the 
maxim. There remains the question of the best way of main- 
- taining it. ‘« Duration” soldiers who complained tocomrades 
- ‘of the stringency of disripline wereoccasionaly consoled ( ' } 
with the answer that ‘it’s nothing to the Navy.” Surely 
‘this kind of statement, giving en impressio that officers 
and men have nothing in common beyond theif membership 
of the Service, isan exaggeration, as attested by the general 
sentiment gf good feeling between the various ranks. It 
. does, however, sometimes look as if the separation between 
officer andinan is more matked in the senjor Service. In 
cricket matches where the military are participants, for 
instance, wo.see C,O. and private opening the innings; 
nor can we 


believe that this is going to render the private 
any less Inyat if the cracial day comes. The spirit is even 
_qoore imporlaut than the letter of discipline.

For months past he bas been 
urging the governments and 
peoples of Europe te help the 
starving millions of Russia, bot 
thore has been such a mixing of 
political and charitable motives 
that the cause bas been befogged 
or ignored, Dr. Nansen usos the 
language of an indignant man. 
He describes the statements that 
help sent is’ consumed by the 
Soviet Government and the Red 
Army as “black lies contrived by 
human devils for the sake of 
political intrigue” and goes on to 
declare that 8 flood of this lying is 
emanating from Helsingfors. Ho 
ives a guaranties that all help 


sent to his own organisacion and 


the American organisation 

reaches the famine centres ex- 

cusively. Sach a forceful declara- 

tion will give the readers of the

The manner in which the spirit 
and practice of Trade Unionism

The uo- 
fortunate part of the matter is 
that there bas been a tendency 
to usa that power a little hastily 
and sometimes thoughtlessly. In 
the main, the organised workers 
of Canton have used the weapon 
of the strike~only possible 
through the organisation of Trade 
Unions or Guilds—in & legitimate 
manner. In yesterday's Cunton 
Times itis reported that 
since Saturday last there 
have beenno Chines? newspapers 
in the City owing to the strike 
of compositars who are 
demanding higher wages. It is re- 
ported that the claims of the men 
will possibly be settled within a 
very short while. But when men 
use their industrial power todrive 
women out of an employment 
which is peculiarly suited tothem 
one may question the wisdonr of 
the leaders. Woman-waitresses 
in the Canton tea-bouses and 
restaurants have vow been 
officially told that they can no 
longer do such work, or rather, 
the keepers of these establish- 
ments bave been informed that 
they must not employ women. 
This is the result of « petition to 
the authorities some little while 
ago by the organised men-wasiters 
who claimed that the employ- 
ment of women was having 6 bad 
effect on their o»n chances of 
employment.

German Composer of Early 
Eighteenth Century. — 


John Sebastian Bach (1685- 
1750) was the founder of the 
German classic school. It bas 
been said. that if ell modern 
rousic sbould be destroyed, it 
could. be recreated from Bach's 
manuscripts. The “Well Tem- 
pered Clavichord ” is the founda- 
tion of pianoforte technique. On 
Bach's fugues and fantasias rest 
all modern organ compositions. 
Bach's violin works constitute 
one-half the necessary equipment 
of modern violin playing. Bach’s 
music is allin strict contrapuntal 
form, but is combined with deep 
poetic feeling. 

His greatest works are: (Ora- 
torios), ‘Passion Music;” [(four 
settings according to’ the four 
apostles}; ‘B- misor Mass and 

“Christmas Oratorio; (arches- 
tra), Suites in D sosjor and B 
minor; double concerto for two 
violins. Innumerable sort com- 
positions for all instruments.
